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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
The Amendment, filed on 1 2/02/003 , has been entered and acknowledged by the 
Examiner, 

The amendment does not add new matter but corrects grammatical errors. 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/02/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicants claim that Ito and Arai disclose subframes and mainframes that are 
integral, the examiner agrees. However, the final product is the same whether the frames are 
made of two separate pieces and then welded together or are made from a single piece of 
material. There is only a difference in the method of manufacturing. Therefore, Ito and Arai 
meet all of the claimed structural limitations. 

Regarding applicants claim that Ito and Arai disclose shadow mask frames have a 
different force distribution acting on the main frames than the design proposed by the applicant, 
the examiner agrees. However, a subframe that has a protruding part towards the shadow mask 
will cause a minimizing of deformation on the main frames regardless of how the frame is 
structured.
